I. An Account of the Proceedings of the laft Seffion of 
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Extract from the CRAFTSMAN. 


The Differtation upén PARTIES continued. 


R. D’Anvers obforves, that every clumfy, 
buify, buncline Child of Fortune, may go- 
vern by Corruption ; and after having gra- 
tified his Ambition and Avarice, may have a 

Chance to feenre bimilf from Punifhment, by 

fefiroying the Libertics of his Country ; but 
that it requires forme Skill and Addrefs to con- 
dud? a Syitem of Fraud, and to govern a People purely by di- 
Viding them, A¢r. D’Anvers fiatters himjelf that Ats laf? 
Craftfman fufficiently confirms this Propofition, 

Tho’ I’ do not. think (fays Mr. D’Anvers) the Defigns 
of King Charles the Second, either deeply laid, or deeply 
fixed in his own Mind ; yet in general they were founded 
on bad Principles, and dire&ted to bad Ends. He defired 
indeed to he eaf , and to make his People fo; but then 
Vou. IV, li he 
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hb <defired both thefe on fuch Conditions, as were incon- 
= with good Government, during the whole Courfe 
ray ree and with the Security of Religion and Li- 
og ring the latter Part of it. We have {eon how the 
init “Conduét of many, and the flagitious Defigns— 
of fome among the Whigs, weakened their own Party, ant 
gave new Strenethand new Provocation to the other, But we 
have not yet confidered fome other Advantages, without which 
thefe Diviti ions could neither have been fomented, nor fup- 
ported as they were. Now’ thefe Advantages arofe chiefly - 
from. the iéter and Conduct of the himfelf. If 
King Charles had found the Nation plunged in Corrupti- 
on ; the ocala chufing their Reprefentatives for Nioney, 
without any other Regard ; and theie Reprefentatives of 
the }eople, as well as the Nobility, reduced by Luxury 
to bee the unhallowed Alms of.a Conrt; or to receive, 
like: miferable Hirelings, the Wages of Iniquity from 2 
Atinijer ; if he had. found the Nation, I fay, in this Con- 
dition (which extrav avant Supnofition one cannot make with- 
out Heitor) he mioht have difhonoured her abroad, 
IMpove? ifhed and opprefled her at home, tho’ he had been 
the weakett Prince on Earth, and his Minitters the mot 
odious and contemptible Men, that ever prefumcd to be am- 
bitious. Our Fathers might have fallen into Circum/tances 
which compote the very Quinteffence of political Mifery. 
might have their Birth- right for Porridge, that 
was their own, They might have "halos: bubbled by the 
footlith, bullied by the fearful, and infulted by thofe whom 
they detpifed. “hey would have deferved to be Slaves, and 
they hipht have been treated as fuch. When a free Peo 
ple crouch, like Camels, to be loaded, the next at Hand, 
no matter who mounts them, and they foon ‘feel the Winp 
and the pur of their Tyrant ; ; fora Tyrant, whether Prince 
or Aiinifer, refembles the Devi/in manv Refpects, particu- 
larly in this. He is often both the Tempterand Tormentor. 
He makes the Crimma/, and he punifhes the Crime. 

But this was not the St ate of the Eng: lifh Nation aC the 
Time we fpeak of. We e€ were not yet corrupted, nor even 
quite ripe for Corruption. | Parties there were; and the 
Contetts of the/e Posies gave Occation to the Rife and 
Growth of Faction; fome of which ran into the moft fe 
d.tious Practices againft the Government, and others inte 
the vileft Submiffion to it. But till a Spirit of Liberty re- 


mained in many, uncorrupted and unextinguifhed ; and fuch 
as 
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as worked our national Deliverance in the Days of Diftrefs, 
that foon followed. We-were Freemen then, in the proper 
Senfe, and full Extent of the Words ; -becaufe not only the 
Laws, which aflerted our common Richts, were miaintained 


and improved, but prrvate which can alone 
fupport publick Lsherty, under fuch a Government as ours, . 


and which was itfelf fupported by fome of that ancient OF co- 
asm and Simplicity of Manners, that were growing, but not 
srown out of Fathion. Such a People, as we then were, 
could neither be doveht nor driwn; and think King Charles 


could not have diavded and Jedthem, tf he.had wanted any of 


‘the Qualities he pofleffed, or had held another Conduét than 
ne held. Far from being proud, haughty, or brutal *, fe 
bad not a Grain of Pride, or Manity in his whole Compchition 
but was the moft affable, beft-bred Man alive. He treated 
his Subjects like Noflesmen, like Gentlemen, like Freemen, not 
like Faffals, or Boors, Whatever Notion he had of his 
veditary Right, he owned his Obligation. for the Crowa he 
wore to his Peod/:, as much as--he would have been bound 
to de, in Reafon, in Juttice, in Honour, and in j’rudence, 
he had ftood at the greateft Diitgnce from it the 
Courfe of lineal Succeffion, and had been calied to it from 
the low State, in which he was before, by the free Gift 
and Choice of the Nation. His. Profefions were plaufible, 
snd his whole Behaviour engaging; fo that he won upon 
the Hearts, even whilft he loft the good Opinion of his 
Subjects ; and often balanced their Judgment of Things, by 
their perfonal! Inclination. Thefe Qualities, and this |’art of 
hs Conduét went a great way to give him Credit with his 
People, and an Hold on their Affections. But this was not 
ail, He obferved their Temper, and he complied with if. 
He vielded to them in Points, from which he had deter- 
mined, and declared. too, that he would never depart. ‘To 
know when to vield, in Government, is at leaft as neceflary, 
‘sto know when to lofe in Trade; and he, who cannot do 
tne fir/?, is fo little likely to gover: @ Kingdom well, that it 
s more than probable he would govern @ Shop ill. King 
Coarles gave up to the Murmurs of his People, not ove er 
“Wo juch Miniflersas may be found almott behind every Desk ; 
thofe awkard Pageants of Courts, thofe wooden Images, 
Waich People aild and then worfhip; but feveral great and 
“ee en; nay, whole Cabals of fuch, who had Merit prs 
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him, tho’ they had none with the Nation. He ftarted 
often out of the true Interett of his People; but the Voice 
of his People almoft as often reclaimed him. He made the 
frft Dutch Var; but he made the Triple Alliance too. . He 
engaged with France in the War of 16723; but he made a. 
feparate Peace with Helland. ‘True it is, indeed, that nei- 
ther the Reprefentations of his Parliament, nor the Deiires 
of his People, could prevail on him to go farther, and to 
enter in earneft into the War acain{t Frazee. But the Con- 
fidence between fim and his Parliament was fo broken at 
that time, that they would not trutt him, nor he them, 
At this I am not furprited, and for that very Reefon | 
confefs, I have always. becn fo at the flrone and _ repeated 
Initances made to force him into that Ji ars; finee can- 
not furely be better Policy to drive a Prince into a War, 
which he has no Inclination to make, than it would be 
to be drawn by him into a’ War, if he had no Ability. to 
conduct it. In home Afairs, belides his frequent Concetfions, 
whenever the Nation took Umbrage at his 1 roceedings, he 
pafied the Te/?, and the Hlabeas Corpus Hills, and man V others 
tor the publick Benefit ; and [| fcarce remember any popular 
which ftopped at the Throne in his “ime, except 
that about the Additig, which he apprehended to be a dan- 
cecrous Encroachment on his Prerogative ; and another in 
Favour of the DyuvJenters, which was contrived, meanly 
enough, to be ftolen off the Table in the Jone of Lora’. 
What has been touched here, and in former }apers, will 
be fuficient to fhew, in fome Meafure, how King Charles 
was enabled to divide a@ Nation fo united and fo heated 4: 
this Nation was, on the Difcovery of the Popifh Plot; 00 
oppofe fo avowedly and fo refolutely the Exclufion of 
Brether ; the Profpect of whofe fucceedine to the Crown 
wis become {till more Creadjul, even by that fmall Part 
of Coleman's Correfpondence, which had come to Light; 
and yet to attach fo numerous a Party to Ain/e/f, nay to 
his Brother; to lay afide Parliaments for feveral Years, and 
not only to ftand his Ground, but to gain Ground in the 
Nation, at the fame Time. But there is {till fomething 
_ More to be added. He had not only prepared for the Storm, 
but he acquired new Streneth in the midit of it. In the 
Proceedings of the Pepin Plot, and the Bill of Exclufion, be 
ea gladly have kept the former out of Parliament; but 
when it was once there, he put on the Appearances 0! 
great Zeal tor the Profecution of it. Thefe Appearances 
| helped 
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he! ped him to fcreen his Brother; as the ill Succefs of the 
velfien Bill in the [foufe of Lords, where it was rejected by 
three again{t Thirty, helped to fereen himfelf from the 
vilent of the Houfe of Commons. But that, which gaye 
him the principal Advantage in the prefent Contefts, was 
another Management. As ‘foon as the firft preparatory Steps 
were made to the Bill of Exclufion in 1678, he declared 
himfelf, in a Speech to his Parliament, ready to pafs any 
Bills to make his People fafe in the Reign of his Sueceffer, 
iy they tended not to impeach the Right of Succeffion, nor the 
‘Defcent of the Crown in the true Line. He perfifted in this 
‘Declaration to the laft; and if he had done nothing elfe, I 
imagine that he would have gained no great Popularity. 
When a free People lye under any Grievance, or apprehend 
anv Danger, and try to obtain their Prince’s Confent to 
deliver them from onc, or to prevent the other; a flat Re- 
fufal, on his Part, reduces them to the melancholy Alterna- 
tive of Continuing to fubmit to one, and to ftand expofed to 
the cther, or of freeing themfelves from both, without his 
Confent ; which can ‘hardly be done by Means very con- 
fftent with his and their common Inte ett, King Charles 

stoo wite to pufh the Nation to fuch an Extremity. 
He refufed what his Parlament prefied on him, in the Adan- 
nr and on the Princ -iple thev preted it; but then his Refu- 
fai was followed by E: <pedients ; which v aryed the Asanner, 
and yet might have been managed fo as to produce the 
ER; and which feemed to fave, rather than actually faved, 
the Principle, Numbers concurred, at that time, in avow- 
int the Principle ; ; and the Tefis had made many Perfons 
think Religicn fafe ; as the King’s Hers made them think it 
no Fault of his, if it was not fafer. Council had 
Prepared Expedients and the Limttations, and other Pro- 
againft a Popifh Succeffer, propofed di eétly from the 
Throne by the Chancellor in 1676, went a great Way to- 
wards binding the Hands of fuch a § MOCC Hits and lodging the 
Power, taken from him in the Parl iment, But the Scheme 
of Expedients, debated in the Oxford Parliament, was a real 
Exclufion fron every Thing but the Title of King. The 
frf! Article banithed the Duke ¥crk, during his Life, to 
the Diftance of soo Miles from “England, Scotland, and /re- 
land; and the Tenth, to mention no more, excluded him 
it fate if he came into any of thefe Kingdoms ; directed 
that he fhould fuffer, in this Cafe, as by the former Bill, 


and that the Sovereignty fhould veft forthwith i in the et ; 
that 
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that is, in the Princefs of Orange. Surely this was not to 
vote the Lyon in the Lobby into the Houfe. It would have beer 
to vote him out of the Houfe, and Lobly both, and only fuffer 
him to be called Lyon ftill. I am not ignorant of- the Re. | 
finements, urged by Sir William “fones and others againtt thi; 
Scheme; but T know tKhat Men run into Errors from both | 
Extremes; from that of feeing too much, as well as that of 
feeing too little; and that the moft fubtle Refiners are apt 
to wreft the true Point of polttical Wifdom, which con- 
fifts in diftinguifhing juftly between what is abfolutely beft 
in Speculation, and what is the beft of Things practicable 
in particular Conjunétures. The Scheme, no doubt, was 
built on a manifeft Abfurdity, and was liable to many In- 
conveniencies, Difficulties and Dangers ; but. ftill it was the 
utmoft, that could be hoped for at that Moment ; and the 
fingle Confideration, one would think fhould have been this, 
whether, united under fuch an A@t of Parliament, they would 
not have oppofed the Succeffion of the Duke of Jaré, with 
lefs Incanveniency, lefs Difficulty and Danger, than difuni- 
ted, and with the Laws againft them. The Truth is, that 
as thert were Men, at this time, defirous that the Am 
thould be on defperate Terms with his Parliament, becaufe 
they were fothemfelves ; in like manner, there were others, 
who defired, fora Renton of the fame Nature, that the Par- 
frament Thould be on defperate ‘Terms with the Aing. T hefe 
were Interc/Psy and they prevailed againft the 
nal Intere/t ; which required that the Avng fhould be fepare- 
ted at any Rate from his Brother, inftead of being united 
to him by a Fear made common to ésth. But the Dye was 
thrown; and the Leaders of the // 7. ‘¢ Party were refolved * 

to let all he in Confufion, rather than hearken to any Thing, be- 
fides the Exelufion. Obftinacy provoked Obftinacy. The 
King grew obitinate, and fevere too, againft his natural Ea- 
finefs and former Clemency of T emper. The Jery Party 
grew as obftinate, and as furious on their Side, according 
to a. natural Tendency in the Difpofition of all Parties 5 

and thus the Nation was delivered over, on the Death sf

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It was this Felly and Adadnefs however, that cured the 
Folly and Afadnefs of Party. As the common Danger ap- 
roached, the [mpreffions of ‘Terror, which it made, increa- 
fed, MWhic and Torythen fclt them alike, and were brought 
hy them, as drunken Men fomctimes are, to their Senfes. The 
Kvents of King “fames’s Reign, and the Steps, by which 
the Revolution was brought about, are fo recent, and fo well 
known, that I fhall not defcend into any very particular 
mention of them. A few general Remarks on the Be- 
haviour of this frinee, and on the Behaviour of Parties, 
in his Reign, and at the Nevelutzon,will be fufficient to wind 
up the Hiftory of /V/:g and Tory, and to prove what [have 
fo often aflerted, that 42th Sides purged themfelves, on this 
ereat Occalion of the Imputations laid to their Charge by 
their Adver/aries, that the proper and real Diftinction of the 
iva Partres expired at this Avra; and that altho’ their Ghofts 
have continued to haunt and divide us fo many Years after- 
wards, yet there neither is, nor can be any Divifion of 
Parties at this Time, reconcileable with common Senfe, and 
common Honefty, among thofe who are come on the Stage 
of the World, under the prefent Conftitution ; except thofe 
of Churechmen and Diffenters; thofe of Court and Country. 

The Behaviour and Conduct of King “/ames the [Id, would 
be fuficient, if there was no other Inftance, and there are 
Thoufands, to fhew that as ftrong Prejudices, however got, 
are the Parents, fo a weak Underfianding is the Nurfe of 
Bigotry,and Injuftice,and Violence,and Cruelty, its Offspring. 
Tots Prince was above Fifty when: he came to the Throne. 
He had great Experience of all Kinds; particularly of the 
Temper of thts Nation, and of the Impofhbility to attempt 
introducing Prpery, without hazarding his Crown. But his 
Experience profited him not. His #zgotry drew fale Con- 
clufions from it. He flattered himfe!f that he  fhould 
be able to play Parties againft one another, better than 
his Brother had done ; (which, by the way, was the leatt 
of his little Talents ;) and, to compleat his Defigns by an 
Authority, which was but too well ettablifhed, he pafled, 1 
think, jor a fincere ‘Man. Ferhaps, he was fo ; and he 
fpoke always with great Emphatis of the ord of a King 5 
and yet never was the meaneft Word fo fcandaloufly broken 
4 his, in the Debate in 1678, about the Ze/ ; when he 
a Provifo put in for excepting him(elf. It has been 


advanced in Print, and yot denied, that I know of, that 
{peaking 
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Speaking with * great Earne/tne/s, and with Tears 
es he folemnly proteffed, that whatever his Religisn migh 
be, it fhould only be a private T hing between Ged and hj. 
own Saul; and that no Ejfect of it fhould ever appear ix 

the Government. At his Acceffion to the Throne, in Coune; 
firft, and after that in fu// Parliament, in the Face of the 
Nation, he made the ftrongeft Declaration in Favour of 
the Conftitution in Church and State, and took the mot 
folemn Engagements to defend and fupport it. But Bigw- 
try, burft through all thefe Cobwebs ; for fuch they are to 
Men, tranfported by .a religious Delirium, who acquire a 
Strength, that thofe who are well, have not, and conf{ci-- 
entioufly break all the Obligations of Morality. T hefe ad- 
mirable Difpofitions in the King were encouraged by the 
State, in which his Brother left, and he found the Nation, 
and by the Complaifance of the Parliament, which he cal- 
led foon after his Acceffion. They were ronfrined, and 
he was determined to pull off the’ Mask entirely, by the 
ill Succefs of the Duke of Monmouth and the Earl of A- 
gyle. Bifhop Burnet fpeaks of this Parliament very  inde- 
cently, and I think very untruly. They were neither Men 
of Parts nor Eftates, according to him. ‘he Truth is, 
that the Circumftances under which we were brought by 
the factious Proceedings of dcth Parties, in the late Reign, 
for and againft the Cotity were fuch as might perplex the 
beft Parts, and puzzle the Heads even of the wifeft Men. 
A profejfed, zealous Papi, in full and quiet PofleMion of the 
- hrone, and inftcad of any Provifion made, or any Mee- 
fures taken againft him, the Notion and the Exercile of 
the Prerogative elta blifhed at an extravagant Height, were 
fuch Circumftances, as laid the Nation almoft at the Mer- 
cy of the King. They therefore, who were the mott de- 
termined not to part with either their Religion or their Li- 
berty, and yet had more to lofe in. the Fray than Dr. 
surnet, might be willing to look round them; to wait 
Oppottunities, and not undertake rafhly what can feldom 
be undertaken twice. It is impoffible to believe that the 
Confidence in the King’s Word was fuch as they affected. 
But like drowning Men, who faw nothing elfe to catch 
at, they caught at a Straw. The Duke of Vnmouth’s Ex- 
pedition into England, and the Earl of Argyle’s into S cote 
land, were fo far trom affording the Nation any Opportur 
nity

His Troops wintered in 
Thejlaly, and the enfuing Spring marched into Bezotia, where, 
by the Conduét and Valour of Ari/fides and Paufanias, they 
were defeated, and put to the Sword. The Grecians ob- 
tained, the very fame Day, another fignal Viétory over the 
Perjians by Sea, near Theale, a Promontory of Afia, where 
they defeited and burnt the Remains of their Flect. Hi- 
therto our Author follows Herodotus, the remaining Part of 
this Chapter is taken from Thucydides, Dicdorus, and others, 

This War being thus happily ended, the Athenians took 
Pofiefion of their City again, and rebuilt and fortified it.

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Care for the publick Good, foon won him the Hearts of 
the People. 

The Athen:ans having, in the r mean Time, lof their Ge- 
neral, Themt/eocles, who, upon fome Difguit, was fled to the 
Perfian Court, gave the Command to Cimon, a Perfon every 
way his equal. Cimen purfued the Perfians; who were dri- 
ven out of Greece, with a Fleet of above two Hundred 
Ships, and had the Fortune not. only to take their ftrongeft 
Towns, but to draw off their Allies from their Intereft. 
He attacked the Perfian Fleet, confifting of 350 Ships, 
which lav at "the Mouth of the Rive orb: ‘urymedon, with fuch 
Succefs, that he took 200, and funk many more of their 
Velels, Not contented with this Advantage, he followed 
the fugitive Perfrans, who had joined their ~Land- Army on 
Shoar, and obtained, the fame Day, a fecond and com- 
pleat Victory. With the Glory he gained by thefe Actions 
he returned to Athens, and encreafed it the Year following ; 
when failing towards the FZ cllefpont, he- obl: sed the Perfans 
to leave Cherfaneles, made it fubjeét to Athens, and obtained 
feveral other confiderable Advantages. 

Whilft thefe Things were tranfating, the Eoyptians re- 
volted, and chufinge Jnarns, a. Libyan Prineey, for their King, 
called in the Mbians to their Affiftance. As they readily 
embraced every opportunity of weakening the Power of their 
Enemies, the Per fi. ARS, they did not want many Invitations, 
but with Joy failed for Egypt. Artaxerxes deligned to go 
in Perfon againft the Rebels, and to that End raifed an Army 
of 300,000 Men; but being difluaded from the Expeat- 
tion himfelf, committed it to the Care of his Brother Ache- 
menides.
